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I. Kindergarten-Primary Certificates. 


The holder of an Interim Kindergarten-Primary certificate, ob- 
tained by a year’s attendance at a Normal School, may apply for a 
Permanent Kindergarten-Primary certificate when the following con- 
ditions have been fulfilled:— 


(1) A report is submitted from one or more Inspectors showing 
that the teacher has taught successfully in the Public or Separate 
schools for at least three years. 


(2) The teacher has the academic qualifications required for ad- 
mission to the First Class course of the Normal Schools. 


(3) The teacher holds an Elementary certificate in Art and in 
Music. 


II. Second Class Certificates. 


(1) The holder of an Interim Second Class certificate may apply 
for a Permanent Second Class certificate when the following condi- 
tions have been fulfilled: 


(a) A report is submitted from one or more Inspectors showing 
that the teacher has taught successfully in the Public or Separate 
schools for at least three years. 


(b) The teacher has the academic qualifications required for ad- 
mission to the First Class course of the Normal Schools. 


(c) The teacher holds one of the following certificates obtained 
by attending at least two summer sessions: 


Elementary or Intermediate Agriculture, Elementary Manual 
Training, Elementary Home Economics (Household Science), Kinder- 
garten-Primary, Intermediate Commercial, Art Supervisor or Inter- 
mediate Art, Music Supervisor or Intermediate Vocal or Instrumental 
Music, Physical Training Supervisor or Intermediate Physical 
Training; 


or two of the following certificates obtained by attendance at summer 
sessions: 


Elementary Art, Auxiliary Training, Health Teaching, Elemen- 
tary Vocal or Instrumental Music, Elementary Physical Training, 
Elementary Commercial, or Part I or Part II of any course re- 
quiring two summer sessions. 


_ Elementary certificates in Art and Physical Training, obtained 
prior to September, 1933, at the Normal Schools, will be accepted in 
place of similiar certificates obtained at summer courses. 


(2) The holder of an Interim Second Class certificate may, when 
academically qualified, obtain an Interim First Class certificate by 
successfully passing the final written and practical examinations of 
the Normal School in Elementary Science, Advanced English, and 
Algebra and Geometry. 


Ill. First Class Certificates. 


(1) The holder of an Interim First Class certificate may apply for 
a Permanent First Class certificate when the following conditions 
have been fulfilled: 


(a) A report is submitted from one or more Inspectors showing 
that the teacher has taught successfully in the Public or Separate 
schools for at least three years. 


(b) The teacher has completed an Ontario University course of 
at least one year in subjects which are approved by the Minister and 
whose content is at least a year beyond that of Upper School. One of 
the approved subjects shall be English. 


Before entering upon the university course, which may be taken 
either intra-murally or extra-murally, the teacher should obtain from 
the Registrar of the university in which he wishes to register a 
list of the subjects approved for the Permanent First Class certificate; 
and, after deciding upon his list of subjects, he should submit his 
selection to the Minister for approval. 


The holder of an Interim First Class certificate may substitute a 
special certificate or certificates specified in Section II (1) (c) re- 
quiring attendance at one, two, three, or four summer or winter ses- 
sions for one, two, three, or four university subjects respectively; but 
the maximum exemption shall be four university subjects, and Eng- 
lish shall not be one of the exemptions claimed. 


(c) The teacher has completed a summer course in Education 
which is provided by the Department and to which he may be admit- 
ted at any time after he has had two years’ teaching experience. 


(2) A teacher who holds a Permanent Second Class certificate 
and who has already passed any of the professional examinations for 
a Permanent First Class certificate under former Regulations may, 
until June, 1938, complete his qualifications under the provisions of 
Section 29 (4), page 23, of Circular 23, 1934. 


(3) A teacher who took the second-year Normal School course 
and obtained a Permanent Second Class certificate may, before July 
1938, if academically qualified, obtain a Permanent First Class certi- 
ficate by passing the final practical and written examinations on 
those subjects of the second-year course which were required for 
Permanent First Class but not required for Permanent Second Class 
certificates. These subjects were Algebra and Geometry, and any 
two ot Biology, Physics and Chemistry, French, and Latin. See Ad- 
denda, Circular 238A, 1935. 


(4) The holder of a Permanent Second Class certificate, obtained 
after attendance at a second-year Normal School course, may, when 
academically qualified, obtain a Permanent First Class certificate 
after three years’ successful experience certified by an Inspector and 
after passing the Normal School final written and practical examina- 
tions in Algebra and Geometry, Elementary Science, and Advanced 
English. 


(5) A teacher who attended an Ontario Normal School during 
the session of 1926-27, or previously, and thereafter obtained a Per- 
manent Second Class certificate under the Regulations in force at the 
time may, if he is academically qualified and has successfully passed 
the final written and practical examinations of the Normal School in 
Elementary Science, Advanced English, and Algebra and Geometry, 
apply for a Permanent First Class certificate when the conditions pre- 
scribed above in Section III (1) (a) and (c) have been fulfilled. 


(6) The holder of an Interim First Class certificate who, before 
September Ist, 1938, has completed the requirements specified in 
Section II (1) (a) and (c) above may be granted a Permanent Second 
Class certificate. 


(7) A teacher who holds an Interim First Class certificate and 
who, when academically qualified, attends the College of Education 
for the term January to June and obtains an Interim High School 
Assistant’s certificate, may, upon the completion of three years’ suc- 
cessful experience in a Public or Separate school, certified by an In- 
spector, be granted a Permanent First Class certificate without at- 
tendance at the summer course in Education specified in HI (1) (c) 
above. 3 


(8) A teacher who obtains an Interim High School Assistant’s cer- 
tificate by a year’s attendance at the College of Education, and who 
later attends a Normal School for the term January to June and ob- 
tains an Interim First Class certificate, may be granted a Per- 
manent First Class certificate under the same conditions as those 
stated in Section (7) above. 


(9) A teacher who holds an Interim First Class certificate ob- 
tained after a year’s attendance at a Normal School, and who, when 
academically qualified, obtains a High School Assistant’s certi- 
ficate by attending a summer course and passing the final examin- 
ations of the College of Education may be granted a Permanent First 


Class certificate on fulfilling the requirement specified in Section 
III (1) (a) above. 


(10) A teacher who obtains a High School Assistant’s certificate 
and an Interim First Class certificate by a year’s attendance at the 
College of Education and a supplementary summer course may be 
granted a Permanent First Class certificate on fulfilling the require- 
ment specified in Section III (1) (a) above. 


IV. Expired Certificates. 


Expired Interim certificates will be extended from year to year 
on evidence of satisfactory progress by the holders towards the ad- 
ditional qualifications required. 


Special consideration will be given to those teachers whose cer- 
tificates have expired but who, through inability to secure posi- 
tions have not been able to teach the full period of four years for 
which their certificates were originally valid.
